, The tire chain and tow truck busi- 
ness boomed in Antioch Monday as 
the blizzard that began early Sunday 
continued with increasing force, pil- 
ing soggy snow on slippery roads as 
fast as highway crews, working 'round 
the clock, could plow them out. 

! By Monday noon every set of tire 
chains available in Antioch (about 
100 in all, according to a survey of 
garages and stores) had been sold, 
and the demand was far from slacken- 
ing. 

Tow trucks were operating steadily 
throughout the day, extricating stall- 
ed passenger cars and trucks. Calls 
for tows continued unabated Tuesday 
morning as residents of the area set 
out to go to work in lake shore cities 
and found their way blocked by ve- 
hicles that hdd become stuck in drifts 
or ditches during the night.' ' - 

Unable to go forward, and with 
their, way to the rear blocked by cars 
that had followed them, many of 
them had to wait for some time until 
snow plows and tow trucks could 
clear away for them from one direc- 
tion or the other. Some particularly 
bad traffic tangles were reported on 
Highway 173 just east of U. S. High- 
way 45. and also between Highways 
41 and Zion. 

■ Grand avenue remained fairly open, 
but reports of numerous stalled vehi- 
cles came from Silver Lake and other 
communities to the north. 

While many cars were"ditched" or 
stuck, few appeared to be damaged 
and most were able to proceed under 
their own power once they were able 
to get underway. 

The temperature, remaining just at 
or above the freezing point, helped 
to contribute to the bad condition of 
the ronds. for the snow piled into 
soggy drifts and remained slippery 
underneath, affording little traction 
to tires or chains.

Inflation Campaign 



Mrs. W. W. Warmer has been ap- 
pointed chairman of- the Community 
Service panel recently created on the 
Antioch-G rant-Lake Villa tri-township* 
rationing board, with Mrs. William M. 
Marks and Mrs. Amos P. Bratrude as 
co-members. 

The purpose of the panel is to study 
local conditions, with a view to co- 
operating in a nation-wide campaign, 
being sponsored by the Office of 
Price Administration for the purpose, 
of preventing post-war inflation. 

The campaign is at present being 
centered around a grocer-consumer 
survey of price ceilings as applied to 
foodstuffs. However, it will also in- 
clude clothing and other necessities. 

In-, a message^ directed particularly 
toward men's clubs of the nation, the 
Office of Price Administration points 
out- 

"Military victories do not immedi- 
ately remove the dangers of inflation. 
More than one-third of the increase 
in the cost of living in the period of 
the last war occured after the Armis- 
tice. In fact, during the 18 months 
after the Armistice the cost of living 
actually rose at a rate twice as fast 
as during the war itself. 

"Because food takes 40 percent of 
the average family budget, it is a 
key factor in inflation. Rising food 
costs are reflected* "almost immedi- 
ately in higher operating costs and in 
demands for higher wages. 

"We still have a firm grip on bur 
controls. However, so long as there 
are any wartime scarcities and so 
long as large parts of our income 
from war production heavy price 
pressures are a threat to both the 
general public and the food industry."

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Quality Depends On Conscience 

Various reasons have been given for. the deterioration 
of quality in the things being bought today in the na> 
tion's stores. When the war is over, .the general. belief 
seems to be that quality will come back as fast or faster 
than it disappeared. Labor and materials will be more 
abundant, and if production is high, the effects of high 
costs should be minimized. But is this all that is neces- 
sary to guarantee quality? It is not. Another important 
factor is competition. Where there is no competition, 
there is no incentive to quality. 

The American standard of living reached unprecedent- 
ed heights because production and distribution were car- 
ried on under a competitive system. No very long mem- 
ory is needed to recall how before the war, the moving 
force back of the sale of every service and commodity
